WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The 


10-year-old deadlock between 
House and Senate over Muscle 
Shoals legislation was definitely 
broken today. 

The Senate conferees and a ma- 
jority of the House managers’ sign- 
ed a compromise agreement for 
operation of the Government’s 
$150,000,000 power and nitrate 
plant and the report will be sub- 
mitted to the House, tomorrow. 

The agreement provides for Gov- 
ernment operation of the power 
plant, lease of the nitrate plants 
for production of fertilizer and by- 
.products if possible, and Govern- 
ment construction of power trans- 
mission lines for distribution of 
electricity from Wilson dam. 

The compromise provides that 
the lessee of the nitrate plant can 
obtain 15 per cent of the amount 
of power used in production of 
fertilizer for manufacture of elec- 
tro-chemical products off the Gov- 
ernment reservation and as much 
secondary power as the President 
decides is fair and equitable. 

The conferees retained the pro- 
vision of the original Senate bill 
for construction by the Govern- 


ment of the Cove Creek dam on 


the Clinch River. 

The agreement \ was. signed by 
Senators McNary, Oregon, and 
Norris, Nebraska, Republicans, and 
Smith, Democrat, South Carolina,

LOUIS WOLHEIM, ACTOR, DIES 
FOLLOWING AN OPERATION 


Breaks Down After Reducing 30 
Pounds to Take Part in 
New Picture.

Louis Wolheim, moving vnicture 
character actor, died at 6 a. m. to- 
day from cancer of the stomacn. 

Death followed an operation on 
Monday. His condition had been re- 
ported satisfactory until a few 
hours before death. He was 5v 
years 014. His widow survives. 

His trouble was brought about 
by a “strict diet which he had 
followed to reduce his weight for 
& part in a new picture. When he 
eucered the hospital he ‘had lost 
about 30 pounds. 

After the operation, an’ attend- 
ing surgeon, Dr. Clarence Hopkins 
said a condition had been disclosed 
which might necessitate’ another 
operation when the actor recovered 
but death came as he tried to re- 
gain his strength. 

Wolheim was a picturesque fig- 
ure in brutish roles both on the 
legitimate stage and in the movies. 
His nose had been broken and it 
flattened grotesquely. 

He was a Cornell University 
graduate and was an instructor in 
mathematics at Cornell when 
Lionel Barrymore, observing his 
unusual face and squat, muscular 
figure, induced him to take the 
part of the jailer in Barrymore's 
medieval Italian tragedy, “The 
Jest.” He aiso created the tille 
part in “The Hairy Ape” and the 
role of Captain Flagg in “What 
Price Glory?” on the legitimate

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Chair- 
man Legge appealed to the House 
Ways and Means Committee today 
for emergency action to aid Amer- 
ican farmers. 

“It is immaterial to us whether 
relief is by an embargo, tariff in- 
crease, or change in procedure of 


the Tariff Commission,” Legge 
said. : 
The Farm Board chairman in- 


dorsed the Burtness bill for a 12- 
month embargo on certain agricul- 
tural products. Originally  intro- 
duced to include wheat, feed grains 
and butter and butter substitutes, 
Representative Burtness, (Rep.), 
North Dakota, has expanded the 
measure to list wheat flour, eggs, 
beans and palm oil.

CHECK TOBRUNK 
CALLS IT ALOAN 


J. Kenneth Edlin’s Attor- 
ney Tells of ‘‘Friendly 
Deal’ With Treasurer, 8 | 
Per Cent Interest Rate. 


HOUSE WILL ACT 
ON CHARGES TUESDAY 


Group of Rural Supporters | 
of Gary Tax Bills Expect- 
ed to Attempt to Delay 
Impeachment Action. 


The $10,000 check which State 
Treasurer Brunk deposited to his 
personal account last June, . and 
which a House committee cites as 
one ground for the Treasurer’s im 
peachment for “high crimes, mis- 
demeanors and misconduct in of- 
fice,” was explained today, by the 


attorney for the signer of the 
check, as being a loan made “pure- 
ly on a friendly basis.” 

The check, as told by the inves- 
tigating committee, was signed by 
J. Kenneth Edlin of Chicago, presi- . 
dent of the Provident State Securi- 
ties Co., with which Brunk was 
shown to have had extensive deal- 
ings through William H. Norwine 
of Kansas City, formerly vice pres- 
ident of the Provident company. 
Norwine sold the bonds of the 
Pierre Chouteau Apartments, St. 
Louis, to ‘Missouri banks, with 
Brunk’'s aid, to be offered as col- 
lateral for deposits of State funds. 

Edlin’s personal counsel, M. B. 
Kennedy, answered in his behalf 
when inquiry’ was made today, by 
long-distance telephone at Ed- 
lin’s office The lawyer's state- 
ment was made after he and his 
client¢had read the part of the 
report which ‘states that, ‘‘as there 
is no explanation why Bdlin paid | 
and Brunk received this $10,000, 
the natural assumption is that it 
was for Brunk’s services in aiding 
the sale of the Pierre Choutea:‘s 
bonds for his friend Norwine and 
the Provident State Securities 
Co.”’ 

“Last June,’’ Kennedy said, ‘Mr. 
Brunk approached Mr. Edlin and 
asked him to lend him $10,000 on 
his note. Mr. Edlin agreed to :end 
him the money, at 8 per cent in- 
terest, on a note signed by Mr. 
Brunk and his wife, Mrs. Anna 
Brunk. Mr. Edlin made the loan 
because he had known Mr. Brunk 
for some time,” ; 

The attorney said he did not 
know how long Edlin had known 
Brunk, or how the acquaintance 
began. He said, in reply to a ques- 
tion, that he did not know if the 
note signed by Mr. and Mrs. Brunk 
was secured, and that it was for 
six months, expiring Dec. 15. 

Renews Note for 90 Days. 

“Shortly before the note came'! 
due,” Kennedy said, “Mr. Brunk 
said he could pay $2000, and asked 
that the balance of the loan be re- 
newed for 90 days. Mr. Edlin 
wanted the whole loan paid, but 
agreed to a renewal of the $10,000 
note for 90 days, with interest 
bringing the amount «to $10,400. 
The renewal note was signed by 
Mr. and Mrs. Brunk. 

“Mr. Edlin never paid Mr. Brunk 
anything in connection with the 
Pierre Chouteau bonds, and never 
made any payment to him, except 
this $10,000 loan, made on a per- 
sonal note for friendly reasons.” 

The 90-day loan is payable next 
month, the lawyer said. 

The loan made by Edlin to Brunk 
in June, 1930, came more than a 
year after the assistance given to 
Norwine by Brunk in the sale of 
the Pierre Chouteau bonds to Mis- 
souri banks. The Pierre Chouteau 
bonds were in the hands of various 
State depositories at the time when} 
the loan was made, 

Treasurer Brunk was called at 
his office in Jefferson City, after 
the statement made by Edlin’s at- 
torney, and was asked about the 
same matter. 

“Nothing Sensational,” 

“There is nothing sensational 
about that deal,” Brunk replied. 

“Mr. Edlin was figuring at one 
time on buying the Bank of “Au- 
rora, and he made a trip to Auro- 
ra. Later, I told Mr. Edlin of my 
embarrassment in connection 
with the Bank of Aurora, and he 
agreed to lend me $10,000. » 

“I wrote Edlin Oct. 8, telling him 
I could pay $2000 when the note 
was due in December, but later, 
after my suspension, I did not have 
the money, and Mr. Edlin permit- 
ted a 90-day renewal, I had known 
Mr. Edlin 18 months before mak- 
ing the loan,” he’said, in reply to

of Miss Bernice Ford, 19-year-old 
former member of his choir, on 
April 27 and 28, 1928, when he 
took her on a trip to Charleston, 
Mo., and Morley, Mo. 

Shoemaker, who has been work- 
ing as a carpenter and conducting 
occasional revival meetings near 
Alton, gave a $10,000 appeal bond 
last July but failed to perfect the 
appeal. He was arrested under 
the bond last night and taken to 
jail at Edwardsville. 

The clergyman was dismissed 
from Edwards Street Church in 
October, 1929, when he disappeared

with two 20-year-old girls of his 
congregation, Annette Harris and 


Edith Hankins. Shoemaker, who 
is 38, and the girls were found in 
Florida and he was indicted on 
three abduction charges. The State 
chose to prosecute on Miss Ford’s 
complaint and he was convicted in 
City Court at Alton. 

At the trial, testimony was given 
that the pastor and the young 
woman drove to Missouri and 
Spent two nights at hotels in Mor- 
ley and Charleston, registering 
once as father and. daughter and 
once as husband and wife, 

In his own defense. Shoemaker 
denied Miss Ford’s testimony that 
he induced her to go on the trip 
and told her to give her parents the 
excuse that she was going to St.

Ww. V. Burnell, Boston, appraisa! 
manager for the Stone & Webster 
Engineering Corporation, which is 
building the Osage River hydro- 
electric power plant for the Union 
Electric, presented the estimate for 
the company yesterday. His re- 
production cost estimate was based 
on index numbers, converting what 
the company actually paid for the 
property into present day costs if 
the same property were to be pur- 
chased new, and not upon an in- 
ventory and appraisal of the prop- 
erty.

REPEAL OF RALPH 
LAW FAVORED BY 
HOUSE COMMITTEE 


Judiciary Group Reports

Creditors.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18.— 
The bill repealing the Ralph sewer 
law was reported out by. the House 
Judiciary Committee last night 
with recommendation that it pass, 
after an amendment providing for 
@ saving clause to protect creditors 
of the sewer districts was approved 
by the committee. 

John E. Mooney, preisdent of the 
Taxpayers’ Protective Association, 
which has actively opposed sewer 
construction in St. Louis County 
under the Ralph law, said to the 
committee last week that his or- 
ganization was not oposed to such 
an amendment. . 

Between $500,000 and $600,000 
has been advanced to six St. Louis 
County sewer districts for prelimi- 
Lary expenses. Ben H. Charles, 
St. Louis bond attorney. represent- 
ing banks, asked that the amend- 
ment be included so there would 
be no question of the ability of his 
clients to collect from taxpayers. 

The bill, providing only for re- 
peal of the Ralph law, was intro- 
duced by Representatives Heege, 
Bamber and Barken of St. Louis 
County, who had made campaign 
pledges to present such a measure. 
A delegation of more than 3000 
St. Louis County citizens staged a 
demonstration for repeal before the 
Legislature Jan. 28.

HOUSE WILL ACT 


ON REPORT TUESDAY

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 18.— 
Action by the House on the report 
presented by the Clay Committee 
yesterday, recommending impeach- 
ment of State Treasurer Larry 
Brunk for “high crimes, misde- 
meanors and misconduct in office” 
will not be taken until Tuesday, to 
permit members of the House to 
study the recommendations of the 
committee and evidence assembled 
by it. 

Brunk has declined to comment 
on the report of the committee and 
12 specific charges it preferred 
against him, pending a conference 
with his attorney, John G. Madden 
of Kansas City. Brunk departed 
for Kansas City today, and said he 
expected to reply to the charges, in 
detail, before the House acts on 
the report. Before the Committee 
reported he said he would meet ev- 
ery charge. 

A fight to block or delay adop- 
tion of articles of impeachment is 
expected from a group of rural 
supporters of the Gary-Becker tax 
increase bill, when the report is 
called up as a_ special order of 
business Tuesday. This group fears 
an impeachment proceeding would 
sidetrack legislation and endancer 
passage of the tax bills and other 
measures recommended by the 
Survey Commission. This group 
likely will be joined by friends of 
Brunk in the House.

posits. Shartel has denied this and 
declared that, on the contrary, he 
held the securities were not legal 
for collatera] for deposits.

Norwine testified before the com- 
mittee that when he first met At- 
torney-General Shartel in the lat- 
ter’s office early in July, 1929, and 
talked to him regarding approval 
of real estate first mortgage bonds 
as collateral for State funds, he 
told Shartel he did not have any 
Missouri securities for sale at the 
time that were eligible for that 
purpose under the Missouri law. 
He @eclared Shartel advised him to 
see the brokerage firm of W. H. 
.Loung & Bros. of St. Louis, now 
defunct, and said Shartel stated 
that firm had bonds which he con- 
sidered eligible for investment in 
Missouri funds. 

Shartel, at that time, was Cole 
County counsel for W. H. Young 
& Bros., and received a retainer of 
$3000 for one year, during which 
time he said he performed no serv- 
ices for the eompany. He resigned 
as attorney for the firm in June, 
1929, about nine months before the 
firm collapsed. The firm crashed 
as a result of high pressure sales of 
securities of doubtful value, with

Mayor Frank Doyle of East St. 
Louis was renominated in the non- 
partisan primary election yesterday 
and will be opposed in the munici- 
pal election April 7 by M. L. Har- 
ris, whom he defeated four years 
ago by fewer than 1000 votes. 

In gaining nomination’ Mayor 
Doyle received 9584 ballots and 
Harris 9142. Two unsuccessful can- 
didates trailed far behind, Jean 
Francis de Villard with 745 and 
Arthur H. Farrier with 368. Har- 
ris is in the real estate and insur- 
ance business and Doyle is an ice 
cream manufacturer. 

Eight were nominated for com- 
missioners, the four tncumbents, 
along with James T. Crow, retired 
department store owner; Ralph 
Cook, attorney and former Com- 
missioner of Streets and Sewers; 
Arthur P. O'Leary, insurance brok- 
er and former Commissioner, and 
George A. Levy, owner of an ad- 
yertising agency. 

Although the election Was con- 
ducted on a non-pastisan basis and 
the political affiliations of the can- 
didates did not appear on the bal- 
lots, Republican and Democratic 
leaders indorsed slates and were 
active in the campaign. ,Dan Mc- 
Glynn Jr., an influential Republi- 
can, went down the line for Doyle, 
Commissioner of Streets and 
Stewers John Connors; Commis- 
sioner of Public Safety Herman E. 
Zierrath, and Crow, recommending 
also either Levy or George V. 
Gruenewald for the fourth commis- 
sioner. All except Gruenewald 
were nominated. 

Tarlton for Harrts. 

On the Democratic side, G. 
Locke: Tarlton, contractor, was ac- 
tive in behalf of Harris, who is his 
brother-in-law, and the Harris 
slate, which comprised Cook and 
O’Leary, Commissioner of Public 
Buildings John J. Hallihan, and 
Commissioner of Health A. P. Lau- 
man. 

Hallihan and Lauman, in meet- 
ings of the City Council frequently 
arrayed against Mayor Doyle and

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EVIDENCE ON MILK 
PRICE IS GIVEN AT 
SENATE HEARING 


Federal Statistics Indicate 
Cost to City Dweller Has 
Not Followed Decline on 
Farms. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Gov- 


ernment statistics showing a wide 
discrepancy between the prices 


dairy products and the prices re- 
ceived by farmers were submitted 
in the Senate’s investigation of 
food costs yesterday. 

Representatives of the dairy in- 
dustry testified, however, that the 
consumer was receiving the full 
benefit of reductions in the whole- 
sale prices of their products. 


Ethelbert Stewart, Commissioner 
of Labor Statistics, presented fig- 
ures which he said showed a “very 
apparent” failure of retail prices 
to follow the decline of wholesale 
prices in milk. 

The average price of milk in 51 
cities is 13.3 cents a quart, Stewart 
said, and the farmer is receiving 
\an average of less than 4.5 cents. 

Low Price for Farmer. 

Stewart testified, hdwever, that 
the average price cf milk had 
dropepd from 14.2 cents in January, 
1930, and 14.3 in January, 1929. 
But the farmer, he added, now gets 
less for his milk than he has since 
1921. 


His figures also showed that In 
1913 when milk was selling for 8.9 
cents the farmer was getting $1.90 
a hundred pounds of milk and in 
1930, with retail milk at 14.2 cents, 
he was getting $2.53. 

Prices of milk in various big 
cities ranged from 10 cents in 
Columbus, Milwaukee, Minneapolis, 
St. Paul and Salt Lake City to 19 
cents in Charleston, 8. C., he said. 

The Government statistician al- 
so presented figures which he said 
showed a wide spread between the 
prices received by the farmer for 
butter and cheese and the market 
price of these commodities. ‘The 
prices paid the farmer for butter 
fat have dropped from 33.4 cents 
in 1922 to 26.2 cents today. 

The prevailing average butter 
price is 37.7 cents, he testified, as 
ecompared with 42.5 in December, 
193090. 

Lowest Price Since 1917. 

Joseph A. Becker of the agricul- 
ture department testified the farim- 


ers were receiving $2.04 for a hun- 
dred pounds of milk in January of 
this year, the lowes price since 
1917. The average price in 1930 
was $2.30, he added. 

Becker’s figures showed the 
farmers’ price has declined steadily 
since it reached a high of $3.42 in 
1920. 

Fred H. Sexauer, president of the 
Dairyman’s League of New York, 
a co-operative organization which 
markets milk for 43,000 producers, 
testified that retail prices have 
dropped correspondingly with the 
prices paid members of his associa- 
tion. 

He denied that his league, which 
he said controls between 40 and 50 
per cent of the milk in its territory, 
fixed retail milk prices. The pur- 
pose of the organization, he added, 
was to eliminate unfair competition 
and stabilize the industry. 

F. D. Wahnsly, president of the 
Borden Farm Products Co., which 
distributes between 35 and 40 per 
cent of Chicago’s milk, produced 
figures which he said showed the 
consumer had received the full 
benefit of reduced prices to the 
farmers, 

Denies Price-Fixing Deal. 

His company, he testified, re- 
duced prices from 14 to 13 cents a 
quart at the beginning of this year 
and the farmers’ price was cut 
eight-tenths of a cent. 

Walmsley denied his company 
had entered a price-fixing agree- 
ment with its chief competitor, the 
Bowman Dairy Co., but agreed 
there was little competition in 
prices. He testified the Borden 
company is now paying farmers 
$2.32 for each 100 pounds of milk. 

Chairman Capper introduced sta- 
tistics to show the company had 
averaged profits of about 20 per 
cent on its stock during the last 
five years. 

“So certainly the Borden com- 
pany has been doing very well,” he 
said. 

“That is a larger profit than the 
farmers who produce the milk get,” 
Senator Frazier (Rep.), North Da- 
kota, added. - 

“It’s about 10 times the profit 
the farmers in Kansas get,” Capper 
replied.

Advocate of Companionate 
Marriage No Longer Assist- 
ant at New York Church. 


| By Leased Wire From the New York 


Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, Feb. 18.—The Rev. F. 
Eliot White, advocate of Ben B. 
Lindsey's companionate marriage 
theories, was dismissed yesterday 
from all connection with Grace 
Episcopal Church here. His dis- 
missal followed his letter to Bishop 
Manning demanding a trial on the 
Bishop's “most definite implica- 
tion’”’ that he had furthered immor- 
ality. 

Action against the Rev. Mr. 
White was sudden. <As late as 
Monday he stated he was still on 
the auxiliary staff of Grace Church 
and would conduct services yester- 
day and today. Plans had been 
made to have him conduct yester- 
day’s regular service, but word 
went out that his name was to be 
removed from the church calendar. 


Previously it had been removed | 


from the bulletin board in front of 
the church. 

In announcing the severance of 
the Rev. Mr. White’s connection 
with the church, the Rev. Dr. Rus- 
sell Bowie, rector, said that his as- 
sistant’s views on companionate 
marriage led to the ouster. 

White said last night that Dr. 
Bowie had informed him Monday 
night that his resignation, dated 
Jan. 12, had been accepted. He 
offered a resignation at that time, 
he said, when Dr. Bowie had asked 
him not to speak at a dinner of the 
American Birth Control League. 
White insisted on delivering the 
speech, in which he was substitut- 
ing for an “out of town Bishop” 
who had suddenly declined to ad- 
dress the gathering. 


Now that he has no parish, | 


White said, he will make the en-/| 
tire city his parish. | 

One of the important points of/| 
friction between him, and the rec- | 
tor and vestry of the church, it ap- | 
peared last night developed pew 
White’s announcement that his' 
daughter, Shirley, and her husband, | 
Chester A. Zucker, who were mar- 
ried in Grace Church, considered 
themselves as living in a compan- 
fonate ‘union. 

The ending of White's 12-year 

service in Grace Church is the 
latest development in the series 
that grew out of the invitation ex- 
tended by him, as chairman of the 
Speakers’ Committee of the 
Churchmen’s Association, to Lind- 
sey to address the association on 
companionate marriage. 
Bishop Manning requested White 
not to let Lindsey speak. Later the 
association voted to defy the Bis} - 
op and hear Lindsey.

‘The speech was non-political, 
although Gov. Roosevelt was re- 
ferred to as a champion of the 
people in the fight for control of 
water power and other natural re- 
sources. 

Referring to the closing of the 
Bank of United States, a State de- 
pository in New York, as “the most 
disastrous and far-reaching of such 
catastrophes,” \he said: 

“The officials of our greatest 
banks, are, with rare exceptions, 
merely highly paid clerks who are 
put there by the financiers who 
rule the banks and control the 
funds under cover. The directors 
are chiefly dummiés selected by 
those same financiers.” 

‘/ “T venture to assert,” he said, 
“that on the whole a more gener- 
ally untrained body of national, 
state and local legislators and one 
of lower intellectual standards is 
not to b® found in_any civilized 
country on earth, Ours is the veri- 
table paradise of the demagogue 
and ignoramus in public life. Our 
form of government is neither 
democratic nor highly progressive.» 

Criticises Judges. 

“The quality of our judiciary is 
also far beneath that of other coun- 
tries, due partly to the impotence 
and want of influence of our bar, 
but mainly to the political consider- 
ations that determine the selection 
of judges.” 

He asserted that “the most vic- 
ious and demoralizing effect of the 
now grotesque prohibition law is 
that it has converted law-abiding 
citizens by the millions into hypo- 
crites and potential criminals.” 

He described the present situa- 
tion ia New York as a “desperate, 
unequal struggke between Gov. 
Roosevelt and the most formidable 
power trust on earth.” He de- 
scribed transmission lines as the 
key to the situation. “If the state 
builds them,” he said, “it can dic- 
tate the prices that shall be charged 
for the power and current to the 
consumer. 


SENATE VOTES FOR CLEAR RADIO 
CHANNEL FOR LABOR UNIONS 


Organizations Will Be Given Un. 
limited Time and Power Equal 
That of Any Station. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 18.—A bill 
to direct the Radio Commission to 
give a clear channel for labor or- 


issues involving changes in power 
or wave lengths was passed last 
night by the Senate. 

Senator Glenn (Rep.), Illinois, 
offered the provision to require the 
commission to give a clear channel 
for labor organizations. Labor 
would be allowed unlimited time 
and power equal to that,given any 
other station. 

Senator Dill (Dem.), Washington, 
sponsored the measure which must 
go to the House for approval. It 
was substituted for another House 
measure making changes in the 
radio law. |

To U. S. Control of Railroads 


: Is to Strike at 


Basic Idea, Says Wickersham Board Member. 


Profits and Get 


Rid of Bootlegger. 


By the Associated Press. 

RICHMOND, Ya., Feb. 18.—Col. 
Henry G. Anderson, member of the 
Wickersham Law Enforcement 
Commission, in a ‘public address 
here last night, said his plan for 
dealing with the problem of liquor 


control was based on a careful 
study of the regulatory experience 
of the United States and was an 
effort to apply the same methods 
that have succeeded in the case of 
railroads and banks. 

Summarizing the findings of the 
conimission, Anderson said it was 
indicated that the enforcement of 
the eighteenth amendment and 
the national prohibition act was 
impeded by an unfavorable atti- 
tude on the part of a great mass 
of normally law-abiding citizens, 
by the non-co-operative attitude 
shown by states, and by the funda- 
mental economic law which says 
that where there is a demand 
which is willing to pay a profit, 
the supply unfailingly will reach 
it. 

“These causes,” he said, “are all 
outside the control of the Govern- 
ment, and it is inevitable as long 
as they exist that the law'cannot be 
enforced. 

“What, then, are we going to do 
about it? We are being threatened 
with a loss of the benefits derived 
from closing the saloon. Crime, 
for the first time in our history, 
is so adequately financed as to 
threaten the security of our Gov- 
ernment.” 

“If we take the profit out of it, 
we may be sure that the traffic 
will stop. But, to do this, control 
must be complete from source to 
consumer.”’ 

How He Arrived at Conclusions. 

Telling of how he had arrived 
at the conclusions on which his 
plan was based, Anderson said that 
he studied regulatory features of 
American government and found 
that there was a time when the 
railroads practically controlled lo- 


cal governing bodies, gave passes 
to all officials and exerted a pow- 
erful influence over even the na- 
tional legislative body. 

“First,”” he continued, “we tried 
to tell them what they couldn’t do, 
and, like the liquor interests are 
doing now, they laughed at us. 
But then we went behind them 
and got at their profits, regulating 
their charges and earnings and su- 
pervising the issuance of their 
bonds, and since then they have 
been out of politics and we haven’t 
had the same serious trouble with 
them. 

“The same thing was true of the 
money question. We had a rotten 
banking sysiem until 1913. The 
banks were very much in politics. 
Then we adopted the Federal Re- 
serve plan. We organized these 
banks, under Government control, 
and with their profits definitely 
limited, and since then we've had 
no trouble with them and thzy’ve 
been out of politics. The only 
trouble has been that our. control 
wasn't complete; if it had beer— 
iif all banks had been required to 
j|join the Federal Reserve—we 
'wouldn’t have had these failures 
| recently. 

Same Principle for Liquor.

Utah Senator against efforts to obtain war debt cancellation: says we have been lenient 
with our debtors; France is paying us 50 cents on the dollar, Italy 28 per cent;

if they do not do so, the burden will fali on American taxpayers. 


SEE no occasion for any move to bring 
about cancellation of war debts owed to 
the United States by foreign Govern- 


ments. Talk about wiping out these obli- 
gations is both unwise and unfortunate at 
this time. The American people are already 
paying an unproportionate share of the cost 
of the War, and they shpnuld not be bur- 
dened with taxes to pay debts that are ac- 
tually owed by other countries. 


Foreign Governments owe the United 


States a total of $11,641,508,460 as of Nov. 
15, 1930. 
the Treasyry received payments on these 
obligations amounting to $239,565,807.

This is slightly in excess 
of the payments made during the fiscal 
year 1929, but it amounts to a very small 
fraction of the debt foreign nations owe to 
the United States.

62 years in which to pay. No more liberal 
terms could be asked for. 

Cancellation of these debts would impose 
a great part of the burden -of liquidating 
the war upon the taxpayers of the United 
States. Someone must pay the debt. Un- 
less the Allied nations continue to draw rep- 
arations from Germany and to pay their 
obligations to America, the cost of the 
World’s greatest conflict wil) fall upon the 
people who were least responsible for it. 
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The Treasury places the net cost of the 
World War to the United States at $37,873.,- 
968.499. There is no reason why this cost 
should be augmented by assuming responsi- 
-bility for Europe’s debts. Taxpayers of this 
country have provided nearly $1,009,000,000 
per year for payment on the national debt, 
in addition te interest, which, when the 
debt stood at its highest point, amounted 
to more than $1,000,000,000 annually. 

No other country in the world has made 
a showing that approaches this. The Gov- 
ernment has made this tremendous effort 
with a view of reducing interest charges 
and not for the purpose of relieving foreign 
nations of their obligations. 

The settlement with Great Britain calls 
for annual average payments equivalent to 
4.6 per cent of the total British budget ex- 
penditures. Belgium devotes only 3.5 per 
cent of its budget expenditures for this 
purpose and Italy 6.17 per cent. Payments 
on the principal and interest of the Ameri- 
can national debt took 33.4 per cent of our 
budget last year. 

How can anyone ask the United States 
to continue thig heavy drain upon its taxz- 
payers indefinitely for the sole benefit of 
taxpayers in Europe? This Government 
asked and received no spoils from the war. 
It spent Dbilliong of dollars and lost thou- 
sands of lives for the sake of re-establishing 
peace. Now that peace has been restored, 
it is manifestly unfair to expect America to 
shoulder the financia] burdens incurred by 
other nations interested in the same cause. 

I regret to find that some Americans whe 
do not feel the pinch of taxation on meager 
incomes are advocating a transfer of Eu- 
rope’s debts to our own people. I propose 
to resist their efforts and te stand firmly 
against further cancellation of war debts.

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DOCTOR CITES CERTAIN 
COSMETIC AS UNSAFE 


Norman Tobias Speaks Before 
Medical Society on Beauty 
Preparations. 


Dr. Norman Tobias, speaking 
last night before the St Louis 
Medical Society on “Cosmetics, 
Their Use and Abuse,” said that 
the majority of beauty preparations 
are safe in the hands of the aver- 
age person, but that this state- 
ment does not apply to all. *® 
Some of the unsafe exceptions; 
as Dr. Tobias related them, are: 
Orris root, contained in most 
face powders, may produce rhin- 
itis, hay fever, asthma, conjunctiv- 
itis, irritation of the eyelids and 
dermatitis. “This is difficult to 
control,” the physician said, “since 
women’s clothes and the atmos- 
phere where women congregate 
are usually saturated with this 
substance.” 

Quinine, used externally in hair 
tonics, may cause skin eruptions. 
“There is no scientific foundation,” 
Dr. Tobias added, “for uée of 
quinine as a hair stimulant.” 
Lipstick dye may cause dermat- 
itis. Otherwise, i! effects from 
dyes used in cosmetics are rare. 
Soaps containing cocoanut oil or 
an excess of alkali may produce 
irritation in normal skins. - Pa- 
tients sensitive to soap should use 
superfatted soaps. 

Soap ang Watcr Best. 
Substitution of creams for soap 
and water, for cleansing purposes, 
is a mistake. Creams clog the 
glandular openings, and cause 
many cases of dermatitis. Those 
using facial creams should remove 
them at night with soap and water, 
and take a brisk ub. 

Pyrogaliol, a vegetable nut ex- 
tract known also as  ~pyrogaliic 
acid, used as a hair dye, may 
cause the hair to become lustreless. 
and brittle, also may produce der- 
matitis. 

Paraphenylenediamine, or ursol, 
an aniline synthetic fast dye, used 
as an ingredient in hair dyes, may 
affect unfavorably about one in 
100 persons using it. Dermatitis 
and systemic intoxication result.| 
Effects in such cases are so severe 
that a test for sensitiveness to this 
substance should be made before 
its use is ventured. . Germany, 
France and Austria have prohibit- 
ed its use. 

Face creams containing mercury 
may produce slate-colored patches 
on the skin. Freckle creams and 
face bleaches containing bichloride 
or ammoniated mercury may cause 
severe dermatitis. 

Lead, still found tn some face 
powders, enamels and hair dyes, 
causes poisoning by inhalation and 
by absorption through the skin. 
Germany has blacklisted lead for 
40 years. 

Chlorides of copper, nickel, 
bismuth and cobalt, used in hair 
dyes, may cause systemic poison- 
ing. 

Poison Absorbed Through Skin. 

Use of potassium cyanide and 
oxalic acid, powerful poisons, as 
dye removers, “cannot be _ too 
strongly condemned.” They are 
absorbed through the skin.

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YOUR ABILITY IS A NATURAL

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Louis Gott, Crack Baseball 
Pitcher, Ordered Re- 
turned to Junior High 
School by Assistant Su- 
perintendent Rader. 


A faculty member and the base- 
ball coach of Beaumont High 
School are under fire as the result 
of an investigation by the Board 


of Education of alleged recruiting 
of a star pitcher for the school and 
the attemptea recruiting of anoth- 
er player. The inquiry has result- 
ed in an order by L. W. Rader, as- 
sistant superintendent of instruc- 
tion, for the return of the player 
directly involved from Beaumont to 
his former school, McKinley Junior 
High. 

The young pitcher, Louis Gott, 
entered McKinley last September, 
after graduating from Madison 
grade school, where he pitched the 
grade school team into the Public 
Schoo! League championship and 
the Post-Dispatch trophy, last year. 
At the beginning ofa new semester, 
Jan. 28, Gott quit McKinley and 
entered Beaumont. 

Living outside the Beaumont dis- 
trict, it was m.cessary that the 
young pitcher have an application, 
to change from McKinley to Beau- 
mont, approved by the Board of 
Education. Not only must this ap- 
plication be approved by the Board 


" of Education, but it must be signed 


by the parents or, in case the stu- 
dent is an orphan, by a person who 
has the well being of the student 
at heart. 
Whether Gott was an orphan had 
an important bearing on the case. 
An orphan is allowed to attend any 
high schol he chooses, while a 
student with parents is required to 
attend chool in the district in 
which he lives, unless he gets spe- 
cial permission. 
The application for Gott’s trans- 
fer was received by the Board_of 
Education, signed “Louis Magu- 
olo,” a manual training teacher at 
Beaumont, and who last year was 
employed in the same capacity at 
Madison grade school. The applica- 
tion set forth that Gott was an or- 
phan; that Maguolo had developed 
a friendly interest in the boy, 
and that he wanted Gott to attend 
Beaumont where he (Maguolo) 
eould act as young Gott’s adviser. 
The application also carried the 
name “P. J. Hickey, per L. M.” 
principal of Madison grade school. 
Gott Not an Orphan. 
Subsequent investigations have 
disclosed that Gott has a father and 
a step-mother. Principal Hickey 
of Madison grade school has de- 
clared that his signautre was not 
authorized on the application. 
J. KE. Edwards, principal of Mc- 
Kinley, was advised that Gott had 
been approached by Maguolo and 
Victor H. Kirk, Beaumont baseball 
coach, who, according to a state- 
ment credited to Gott, had as- 
sured him a place on the baseball 
team at Beaumont. 
Alleged promises had no bear- 
ing on his transfer, according to 
Gott, who said the only reason he 
transferred to Beaumont was be- 
cause he liked Maguolo. The 
teacher had taken a friendly inter- 
est in him while a student at Mad- 
ison school, the boy said, and he 
his manual) 
training course under Maguelo’'s 
direction. 

Edwards took the matter up with 
A. H. Huntington, assistant princi- 
pal at Beaumont, asking that 
Huntington investigate the case 
and bave Gott returned to McKin- 
ley. After several days Hunting- 
ton reported to Edwards that his 
superior officer, Principal W. N. 
Fuller, had approved of Gott re-

It developed that Ferber was the 
Star third baseman on Madison's 
team last year.
